OTTAWA, Oct. 12.—“I want no 
green baize cloth on our council | 
tables and no jockeying for petty | 
advantage," Hon. W. Di Robbins, 
United States Minister to Canada, | 
told the cighth annual convention | 
of the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce at the annual banquet of that 
body here last night. Mr. Robbins 
was one of the guest speakers, to- | 
gether with Hon. H. H. Stevens, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce. 

The United States envoy's brief} 
femarks were confined to felicita- | 
tions to the chamber and apprecia- 
tion of the atmosphere of goodwill | 
with which he had been received | 
in Canada. He assured his hearers | 
he would do everything in his | 
power to bring about complete un- } 
derstandings between Canada and 
the United States. 

The human being, said Mr. Stev- 
@ns, was prone to untidiness in 
thinking and was given to hysterics | 
and panics. He was reminded of 
the scriptural injunction: “To go 
the ant. Thou sluggard, consider 
her ways and be wise.’ No refer- 
ence was made to what happens 
when the ant hill was kicked over, 
he declared. 

The world had had a terrific jolt 
and the resultant condition was not 
dissimilar to the upset of the ant 
hill, People were running around 
in circles calling to high heaven for 
remedies and expending  uscless 
energy. 

The time had arrived when Cana- 
dians might address themselves to 
the task of setting their own urs! 
in order. 

LOAN SUCCESS VITAL 

Much was going on in the world | 
today in international affairs; but, 
Mr. Stevens regarded the success | 
of the refunding loan as of more | 
importance than the debt adjust: | 
ment negotiations. 

There was a danger of focussing 
too much attention on international | 
problems and neglecting internal 
duty. He recalled that the success 
of the loan would mean a reduction 
of $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 in interest 
annually. 

A great deal of time was 
wasted in theorizing on tariffs. The 
world was full of tariffs and quotas. 
It would be better to accept that! 
fact and try to work out some 
three-way scheme of getting around 
them, 

The minister recalled that great 
attention had been devoted to wheat 
and to the foreign market. There 
could be no question of the great | 
importance of that, but should not | 
attention be given also to the place | 
of the agricultural industry? Mr.

THE VISIT OF THE PREMIER 

Edmonton people will of course extend 
a very cordial and very sincere welcome 
today to Right Hon. R. B. Bennett, Prime 
Minister of Canada. They have never fail- 
ed to so honor every premier of the Do- 
minion who has visited the city, and 
Mr. Bennett has the added claims to hos- 
pitality that he is well known to a great 
number of Edmonton people and that he 
is the first resident of this province to 
attain the high position of chief adviser to 
the Crown in Canada. 

In his “keynote” speech to the junior 
section of the board of trade at Winnipeg, 
Mr. Bennett shattered one long-standing 
tradition that has been strictly observed 
throughout the west. It has been the rule 
in this part of Canada that when a political 
leader was invited to address a non- 
political gathering he must keep clear of 
political subjects. Mr. Bennett frankly de- 
parted from that custom at Winnipeg. and 
devoted his time to a review of the poli- 
cies and record of his Government and a 
survey of the field of public affairs, re- 
trospective and prospective. 

It is as well that this “no politics” rule 
should be definitely broken. At best it was 
only a courtesy convention, designed to 
preserve the amenities and avoid embar- 
rassment. But it necessarily resulted in a 
political leader having to talk to a ‘‘mixed”’ 
audience on some topic with which he was 
only casually familiar, sometimes on a 
subject that he knew little about. We have, 
or should have, reached a stage of political 
evolution where it is possible for a public 
man to set forth his opinions on public af- 
fairs without danger of provoking a breach 
of the peace or disturbing the harmony of 
a non-partizan audience. Provided,’ of 
course,, he keeps the discussion on the 
high plane of argument, as Mr. Bennett 
aid at Winnipeg, and refrains from the 
language of the hustings. 

Mr. Bennett comes to Edmonton as 
Prime Minister of Canada, at a time when 
national interests and issues are upper- 
most in the minds of all thinking people. It 
is to be supposed and hoped that he will 
here, and elsewhere in the west, follow the 
course he took at Winnipeg, give his hear- 
ers @ reasoned statement of his policies 
and of the measures he has taken to put 
those policies into effect, and particularly 
of plans he may have in mind for dealing 
effectively with the distressing conditions 
under which the people of Canada are to- 
day struggling for a livelihood. 


WHAT IS IN THE WIND? 

A reviewer for one of the chartered 
banks ot Canada observes that democracy 
is here, as elsewhere, called upon just now 
to study and settle monetary questions for 
which the average man has not been spe- 
cially trained. ese questions must be 
settled. They cannot be shelved. For 
wrong decisions ‘necessarily bring in their 
train unfortunate consequences; and 
these are not restricted to governments or 
to financial institutions, but are visited 
upon the ordinary voter, whose efforts to 
gain a living may be thwarted and brought 
to nothing by wrong monetary policies.” 

The 
Canadian people, who have been stretched 
on the rack for three years because they 
were industrious and thrifty and enterpris- 
ing, and produced an unprecedented 
amount of wealth, do not need to be told 
what wrong monctary policies can do to 
them. They know that only too well.

BE CAREFUL OR PAY TAXES 

Under the Roosevelt policy the people 
of the United States are required to sup- 
port the weight of an unbroken chain of 
forestry operations from the woods to the 
consumer, and every link must show a 
profit. For the first time in American his- 
tory the cultivation of forests is being 
fitted into the industrial life of the people 
by a “code” which specifies that from tree 
to lumber-yard there shall be co-ordin- 
ation and permanence of operation. 

The plan in effect makes forest conser- 
vation mandatory and asks the wood con- 
sumer to foot the bill. In Canada, however, 
there is yet nothing more than a voluntary 
relationship between the man on the street 
and the trees of the forest. He is not com- 
pelled by law to pay a tax on his 4 
material for the fire-ranging in the bush. 
He escapes with a few admonitions in 
spring and summer to be careful with his 
camp-fire, or to extinguish his cigar stubs, 
matches and pipe pony 

Over a period of years, between five and 
six thousand forest fires have broken out 
in Canada, and while the damage has 
sometimes been held down by vigilant 
ranger systems, the loss to the nation has 
been very great. If a fire tax on every pur- 
chase of paper and lumber is not accept 
able to Canadians, surely every citizen 
must accept for himself the obligation of 
preventing the forests from burning. The 
fisherman, the hunter, the camper, the 
motorist, can do no less than fix upon 
himself and his family a “code” that out- 
laws forest destruction resulting from 
petty acts of carelessness.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank MeCoy 
ACIDOSIS 


“I bave been told I have too much acid in my 
system. Should I take the orange juice fast, or is 
the acid fruit bad for me?” This question is taken 
from a letter on my desk and is a very common 
one. When the patient has an over-acid Condition, 
also called acidosis, the best 
possible thing to do is to use 
the orange juice, grapefruit 
juice of tomatoe juice fast. 

I find that in the minds of 
many people there exists a 
great deal of confusion over 
this acid fruit question. A 
long time ago, when foods 
were first classified, certain 
fruits were olassified accord- 
ing to the fruit acids which 
they contain and were called 
acid. Later, it was found that 
these fruits may taste acid 
Dr. F. McCoy when eaten, but that when 
they are burned in the body they produce an 
alkaline ash and, are therefore, alkaline forming 
foods. As such they have the highest value in 
neutralizing or balancing the acids which are 
present when a patient hes eaten too many of the 
acid forming foods. 

You cannot depend upon the way a fruit tastes 
in your mouth as to whether it will be an acid 
forming food or an alkaline forming food after it 
is burned in the body. Food which tastes the most 
acid, or the sourest, may be an alkaline food, as 
for example, lemons. 

If th patient eats too many of the foods which 
leave an acid ash in the body after they are burned 
he is likely to suffer from the most common form 
of acidosis, which is caused by wrong diet and is 
easily corrected by using alkaline forming foods. 
This type of acidosis is probably the most common 
trouble we know today and is found in many 
diseases such as chronic catarrh, rheumatism, skin 
cruptions, stomach acidity and many others. When 
the body contains toc much acid the best rule is 
to start neutralizing the excess acid by using an 
abundance of ‘the foods which leave an alkaline 
ash. 

Many people try to do the neutralizing with a 
dose of soda, especially when stomach acidity is 
present. While this is all right and an occasional 
dose of soda may prove of temporary benefit, soda 
cannot be considered a permanent cure for over- 
acidity. If you need soda after very meal, this is a 
sure sign that you are not getting enough of the 
alkaline forming foods which would neutralize the 
acids in the normal way. It is always better to 
overcome acidity by using an alkaline forming 
diet than by depending upon soda to cortect your 
dietetic mistakes. 

Some of the symptons found in acidosis are: 
sour stomach, nausea, headache, tired feeling, 
belching, heartburn, loss of appetite and wakeful- 
ness. There may be aches through the muscles and

the mouth secretions may become so acid that they |; 


eat into the enamel of the teeth, the sweat some- 
times turns to highly acid that, if any metal is 
laid on the skin, it turns black. In many people, the 
first symptons of acidosis is a feeling of being 
slowed down. 

I would suggest that you sit down right now 


and check up on the foods eaten in your last three | 


meals. Write down each one and then count up to 
see how many were acid forming and how many 
were alkaline forming. Some of the common acid 
forming foods are: meat, eggs. fish, bread, cereal 
breakfast foods, and chicken. Some of the common 
alkaline forming foods are: apples, oranges. grape- 
fruit, tomatoes, beets, lettuce, celery, lima beans, 
potatoes, carrots and almonds. As a general rule, 
fruits and vegetables are alkaline forming foods. 
The acid forming foods such as meat eggs.and fish 
the 
alkaline foods.

| testified to the courtesy, punctual- 
ity, intelligence and keenness of the

LUCID POWERS
